During  the  year  ending  March  31,  1896,  the 
Board  had  one  hundred  and  one  missions  under  its 
care.  Dropping  those  that  became  self-supporting 
on  April  10th,  1896,  and  adding  those  since  en¬ 


rolled,  the  Board  has  just  one  hundred  missions  on 
its  roll.  These  missions  are  in  the  main  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  Many  of  them,  indeed  the 
majority,  are  in  the  cities  and  large  towns.  The 
centers  of  population  are  claiming  the  attention 
of  the  Board  very  largely.  The  amount  of  money 
promised  for  the  present  year  is  $44,000,  including 
Hungarian,  Bohemian,  Harbor  and  English  Mis¬ 
sions.  For  the  year  commencing  April  1,  1897,  the 
General  Synod  voted  the  sum  of  $52,000,  with  an 
additional  $6,000  for  German  work  in  large  cities. 

Church  Extension. 

There  is  no  branch  of  the  work  of  more  im¬ 
portance  than  Church  Extension.  New  missions 
must  be  organized ;  lots  must  be  purchased,  and 
houses  of  worship  erected.  To  do  this  in  the 
cities  costs  more  than  the  missions  can  raise.  The 
Board  must  assist  them  until  such  time  when  the 
missions  can  refund  the  money.  This  is  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  the  Extension  Work.  The  Synods  are 
asked  to  give  six  cents  per  member  for  this  work. 

General  Synod  authorized  the  Board  to  raise, 
within  the  next  five  years,  the  sum  of  $100,000 
for  this  purpose,  the  Fund  to  be  known  as  the 
“ Michael  Schlatter  Church  Extension }  Fund." 
The  Board  is  anxious  that  the  membership  of  the 
Church  become  thoroughly  interested  in  this  Fund, 
and  asks  the  Pastors  to  bring  it  before  their  people.

©ur  Ibungarian  Worft. 

(1)  Who  are  these  Hungarians?  The  Reformed 
Church  in  Hungary  has  ten  times  as  many  mem¬ 
bers  as  our  Church  in  this  country;  and  out  of 
these  two  and  a  quarter  millions  there  have  come 
to  this  country  during  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years, 
very  many  thousands. 

(2)  Where  are  these  people?  Mainly  in  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Con¬ 
necticut. 

(3)  How  did  we  learn  their  wants?  They  came 
to  our  pastors  for  the  baptism  of  their  children 
and  for  the  Lord’s  Supper.  These  pastors  brought 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  and  in  1890  the  General  Synod 
directed  the  Board  to  send  to  Hungary  for  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

(4)  What  has  been  the  outcome  so  far?  We 
began  in  1890  with  one  missionary,  Rev.  Gustav 
Jurany,  in  Cleveland,  O  ,  who  organized  a  con¬ 
gregation  there  and  built  a  church,  and  organized 
congregations  also  at  Toledo,  O.,  and  Ashtabula, 
O.  On  his  leaving  there,  a  few  years  ago,  Rev. 
Alexander  Harsanyi  became  his  successor,  and 
now  Rev.  Jurany  labors  in  Trenton,  N.  J.  The 
second  to  come  was  Rev.  John  Kovacs,  who  began 
the  work  in  and  around  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  was 


succeeded  by  Rev.  Francis  Ferenczi,  who  now 
preaches  to  both  the  Hungarians  and  the  Slavs. 

A  few  years  ago  the  Hungarians  in  South  Nor¬ 
walk,  Conn.,  secured  the  services  of  Rev.  Gabriel 
Dokus,  who  still  serves  them. 

Nf-xt  came  Rev.  Bartholomew  Demeter,  who 
labors  in  New  York  City,  and  Rev.  Alexander 
Kalassay,  who  has  lately  gone  from  Mt.  Carmel, 
Pa.,  to  Bridgeport,  Conn.  In  six  years  this  work 
has  grown  to  unexpectedly  large  proportions;  and 
though  we  have  six  Hungarian  missionaries  at  work, 
we  are  now  only  in  the  beginning  of  this  interest. 

(5)  Do  these  people  help  themselves  ?  Yes,  they 
are  large  givers,  considering  their  poverty.  In 
Cleveland,  O.,  they  built  a  church  and  are  now 
paying  off  a  small  debt.  In  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and 
in  South  Norwalk,  Conn.,  they  are  buying  the 
churches  built  for  them  by  the  Board.  In  Mount 
Carmel,  Pa.,  they  built  and  paid  for  a  church  even 
before  they  had  a  pastor.  Yes,  they  are  liberal. 

(6)  How  are  these  Hungarian  missionaries  paid? 
Just  as  our  American  missionaries  are  paid,  partly 
by  their  people  and  partly  by  the  Board  ;  and  for 
this  work  the  General  Synod  asks  of  the  Church, 
through  the  Synods  and  the  Classes,  a  special  ap 
portionment.  The  work  has  grown,  and  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  now  asks  for  $6,000  for  this  work, 
including  the  Bohemian  Mission  in  Chicago,  Ill.

The  Board  meets  once  a 
year  in  regular  session,  and 
in  special  sessions  as  often  as 
called  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  committee  con¬ 
venes  in  regular  quarterly  meetings.  The  anti- 
foreign  feeling  which  for  several  years  previously 
had  so  seriously  interfered  with  the  success  of 
mission  work,  has,  since  the  war  with  China,  be¬ 
come  a  thing  of  the  past.  Our  missionaries  now 
enjoy  privileges  which  before  were  denied  them. 
And  when  the  revised  treaties  go  into  effect  in  1899, 
they  will  enjoy  full  freedom  of  action.  The  ex¬ 
citement  of  the  war,  however,  caused  not  a  few 
native  Christians  to  turn  aside,  so  that  while  the 
number  of  new'  converts  has  not  materially  de¬ 
creased,  the  number  of  regular  church  members 
has  not  increased  in  the  last  two  years. 

During  the  war,  the  bravery  of  the  Christian 
soldiers,  and  the  abounding  works  of  love  and 
mercy  wrought  by  the  Christians,  both  native  and 
foreign,  produced  upon  the  minds  of  the  people 
of  the  Empire  a  profound  impression  favorable  to 
Christianity,  and  they  are  now  considering  its 
claims  with  a  thoughtfulness  and  respect  w'hich 
previously  it  did  not  enjoy.  The  outlook  is  there¬ 
fore  exceedingly  promising  and  hopeful. 
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An  important  step  has  been 
taken  for  the  enlargement 
and  expansion  of  our  evan¬ 
gelistic  work  by  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  four,  instead  of 
but  one  central  station.  In 
the  near  future  we  will  have 
missionaries  located  at  Tokio, 
Yamagata,  and  in  the  Hok¬ 
kaido  (the  northern  island), 
besides  in  Sendai.  The  ex¬ 
treme  stations  will  be  over 
five  hundred  miles  apart. 

Our  schools  are  in  success¬ 
ful  and  vigorous  operation. 
The  competition  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  schools,  which  are 
of  a  high  order,  has  not  ma¬ 
terially  lessened  the  number 
of  students  in  the  Tohoku 
Gakuin.  The  number  of  can¬ 
didates  for  the  ministry  con¬ 
tinues  full,  while  in  the  Girls’ 
School  we  have  about  as  many 
scholars  as  our  present  plant 
will  allow.  The  Government 
pays  but  little  heed  to  the 
education  of  girls ;  hence  our  school  is  the  more 
largely  patronized.  We  might  have  more  scholars 
if  we  had  larger  buildings. 

The  Board  is  at  present  seeking  information  as 
to  the  most  eligible  location  for  the  new  mission 
authorized  by  the  late  General  Synod.  Whether 
in  China  or  some  neighboring  country,  it  has  not 
yet  reached  final  action  on  the  subject.  Informa¬ 
tion,  however,  is  being  received,  and  light  is 
dawming. 

As  an  important  aid  to  the  blessed  work  of  win¬ 
ning  heathen  souls  to  Christ,  we  beg  to  commend 
to  the  prayerful  consideration  of  our  members  the 
duty  of  remembering  it  in  their  last  wills.  Many 
who  cannot  spare  the  means  during  life,  could 
easily  do  so  by  legacy.  In  all  cases  let  the  full 
corporate  title  of  our  Board  be  used,  viz.,  The 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.

Michael  Schlatter. 

We  have  heard  with  our  ears, 
O  God ;  our  fathers  have  told  us 
what  work  thou  didst  in  their 
days,  in  the  times  of  old. 


To  forget  the  past  is  to' 
forget  our  mercies,  and  to 
forget  our  mercies  is  to  for¬ 
get  God.  The  trials  and 
triumphs  of  the  past  are  as 
promises  to  stimulate  us  in 
the  present,  and  as  pledges 
to  give  us  hope  and  cour¬ 
age  for  the  future. 


From  1720  to  1730  a 
number  of  Reformed 
churches  were  established 
in  Eastern  Pennsylvania. 

Rev.  John  Philip  Boehm, 

Rev.  George  Michael  Weiss 
and  others,  were  the  pio¬ 
neers  in  this  work.  But 
there  was  no  co-operation 
between  these  congregations;  they  belonged  to  no 
common  organization.  It  was  the  mission  of  Mi¬ 
chael  Schlatter  to  organize  the  congregations  into 
a  church.  Arriving  in  this  country  in  1746,  he 
visited  the  scattered  churches  in  Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  Maryland  and  Virginia.  He  organ¬ 
ized  the  churches  into  pastoral  charges  and  induced 
the  people  to  pledge  themselves  to  pay  specified 
sums  for  the  regular  support  of  regular  pastors. 
He  found  a  number  of  imperfectly  organized 
congregations,  and  had  the  people  designate  proper 
persons  as  elders  and  deacons,  whom  he  ordained 
and  installed,  and  thus  organized  consistories.  In 
accordance  with  the  instructions  which  he  had 
received  from  Holland,  he  prepared  at  once  to 
establish  a  Coetus,  or  Synod.  A  preliminary  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on  October  12,  t  74^> 
at  which,  besides  Schlatter,  were  present  Weiss, 
Boehm  and  Rieger.  The  first  regular  meeting, 
however,  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on  September 
29,  1747.  At  this  meeting,  thirty-one  members, 
including  elders,  were  present.  From  that  time 
to  the  present,  except  for  several  years  during  the

Revolutionary  War,  the 
meetings  of  the  Synod  have 
been  regularly  held.  Last 
October,  at  Bethlehem,  the 
one  hundred  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  was  celebrated. 
During  the  present  year  the 
church  will  contribute  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  church  extension,  the 
same  to  be  known  as  the 
Schlatter  Memorial  Fund . 
This  is  very  proper.  Schlat¬ 
ter  was  the  organizer  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States.  He  did  a 
great,  good ,  and  very  sorely- 
needed  work.  His  work 
was  difficult,  the  circum¬ 
stances  were  often  highly 
unfavorable,  his  labors  were 
abundant  and  severe.  He 
traveled  thousands  of  miles 
on  horseback  during  his 
missionary  journeys.  He 
crossed  the  sea  and  pleaded 
the  cause  of  the  American  Church  before  his  breth¬ 
ren  in  Holland  and  Switzerland.  From  thence 
he  returned  with  a  contribution  of  seven  hundred 
Bibles,  sixty  thousand  dollars  and  six  young  pastors. 
He  would  also  have  done  something  for  the  liter¬ 
ary  advancement  of  our  people,  but  in  this  he  was 
misunderstood  and  mistreated.  His  public  life 
was  short,  but  the  result  of  his  work  has  been 
great.  His  name  is  now  honored  and  his  memory 
revered. 

Every  church  founded  by  Schlatter,  and  every 
church  visited  by  him,  should,  during  this  anni-  ' 
versary  year,  resolve  to  raise  a  Church  Extension 
Fund.  These  funds  consist  of  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  and  are  loaned  to  mission  congregations, 
without  interest,  and  to  be  repaid  again,  to  assist 
in  erecting  a  chapel  or  church.  For  the  want  of 
aid  in  times  past  the  Church  has  suffered  great 
loss.  Had  it  been  otherwise  we  might  to-day  have 
churches  in  New  England,  New  Jersey,  Virginia, 
and  all  along  the  South  Atlantic  Coast,  where  now 
we  practically  have  none.  Let  the  Church  resolve 
that  this  history  shall  not  repeat  itself.

Rev.  J.  C.  Horning  as  the  permanent  Sunday 
School  missionary,  continues  to  do  good  work, 
while  theological  students  have  started  a  number 
of  schools.  About  seventy  schools  have  been 
aided  by  grants  of  literature,  Bibles,  etc.,  and  of 
these  a  large  number  were  organized  as  new  schools.

The  action  of  the  late  General  Synod  at 
Dayton,  Ohio,  has  given  to  the  Young 
People’s  Societies  of  Christian  Endeavor  in 
our  congregations,  as  well  as  to  all  other 
Young  People’s  Societies,  a  recognized  place 
and  standing  in  the  Church.  Recognizing 
the  good  which  they  have  done  and  are  still 
doing  in  the  congregations  in  which  they 
have  been  laboring,  the  General  Synod 
heartily  commended  the  efforts  of  the  young 
people  in  their  endeavor  to  develop  piety 
and  devotion  to  the  Church,  requested  them 
to  co-operate  with  the  several  Boards  which 
now  have  in  charge  the  educational  and  be¬ 
nevolent  work  of  the  Church,  and  provided 
that  hereafter  a  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
to  whom  all  items  and  papers,  having  reference 
to  this  department  of  church  work,  shall  be 
referred. 

Our  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  now  support 
one  missionary  in  the  foreign  field.  At  their  sug¬ 
gestion,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  appointed 
Rev.  S.  S.  Snyder  to  the  service  in  Japan,  at  the 
same  time  designating  him  as  The  Christian  En¬ 
deavor  Missionary.  His  support  has  been  almost 
entirely  provided  by  the  Societies. 

A  Christian  Endeavor  Church  Building  Fund 
has  also  been  undertaken.  At  the  last  Reformed

Rally  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  a  sufficient  number 
of  pledges  were  taken  to  complete  the  Fund.  Most 
of  these  have  been  redeemed,  so  that  the  Fund 
will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Home  Board. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  Societies  is  in 
the  congregations,  where  our  young  people  are  in 
training  for  active  service.  Here,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  pastors  and  consistories,  they  find  their 
legitimate  sphere  of  activity;  and  the  good  which 
they  do  can  be  known  only  in  the  lives  of  indi¬ 
viduals  and  congregations.  The  Societies  have 
also  been  instrumental  in  arousing  and  developing 
the  spirit  of  true  denominational  loyalty,  as  well 
as  interdenominational  courtesy.

This  is  a  picture  of  the  new 
Frick  Memorial  Cottage, 
erected  at  Bethany  Orphans’ 

Home  during  the  past  sum¬ 
mer.  This  Home  is  located  near  Womelsdorf, 
Berks  Co.,  Pa.  Here  the  Reformed  Church  owns 
nearly  one  hundred  acres  of  land  on  which  is  a 
large  spring  of  pure  water,  and  on  which,  also, 
are  large  and  convenient  buildings  for  the  care  of 
orphaned  and  other  destitute  children.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  children  in  the  Home  at  present  is  about 
120.  It  has  been  the  rule  of  the  home  for  many 
years  not  to  receive  children  who  are  under  six 
years  of  age.  Applications  have,  however,  often 
been  made  for  the  admission  of  little  children 
under  this  age,  and  that,  sometimes,  by  widows  in 
very  destitute  circumstances.  The  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  has  felt  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  receive 
such  little  ones  and  bring  them  under  the  same 
rules  with  the  large  number  of  older  boys  and 
girls  already  in  the  Home.  These  facts  were 
stated  upon  a  number  of  occasions  in  jubilee 
addresses  by  the  Superintendent,  and  also  in  the 
Church  papers.  In  response  to  the  suggestion, 
and  moved  by  a  worthy  desire  to  erect  a  memorial 
to  her  parents,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Housekeeper,  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  gave  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the  sum 
of  six  thousand  dollars  to  erect  a  separate  cottage 
in  which  to  care  for  the  little  ones.  The  cottage 


is  substantially  built,  is  heated  with  hot  water  and 
lighted  with  gas.  On  the  first  floor  are  kitchen, 
dining-room,  large  living  room,  matron’s  room, 
sun-porch  or  play-room,  laundry  and  toilet-room. 
On  second  floor,  dormitory,  infirmary,  bath-room, 
and  two  sleeping-rooms.  On  third  floor  a  dormi¬ 
tory,  sleeping-room  and  two  storage-rooms.  All 
the  rooms  were  furnished  by  different  societies  or 
individuals.

The  Brotherhood  is  a 
church  organization  for 
men,  which  was  born  in 
the  Reformed  Church, 
and  in  many  sister  de¬ 
nominations  has  met  a  need  that  was  long  felt. 
The  growth  in  the  number  of  chapters  has  not 
been  rapid,  but  steady.  There  are  hundreds  of 
Chapters  in  nine  different  denominations,  the  in¬ 
crease  in  some  of  these  branches  having  been 
extremely  gratifying. 

As  an  organization  of  the  men  in  the  Church, 
the  Brotherhood  aims  to  aid  in  developing  the 
spiritual  life  of  its  members,  and  to  encourage 
them  to  reach  the  men  outside  of  the  Church.  Its 
two  simple  rules  of  Prayer  and  Service  show  this. 
That  there  is  room  for  such  a  society  in  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  no  one  can  doubt.  Many  of  our 
pastors  bear  frequent  testimony  to  the  great  value 
of  having  the  men  of  their  congregations  thus 
organized  as  a  helping  band. 

The  importance  of  challenging  the  young  men 
of  a  congregation  with  their  part  and  responsi¬ 
bility,  to  bring  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  nigh 
to  the  hearts  of  their  companions  at  the  counter, 
the  school  and  in  the  workshop,  cannot  be  over¬ 


estimated.  Men  are  not 
in  the  minority  in  all 
of  our  churches,  and 
noble  efforts  are  put 
forth  to  increase  the 
attendance  at  the  up¬ 
lifting  services  pf  the 
sanctuary  on  the  part 
of  men. 

The  Brotherhood  is 
organized  into  a  federal 
body,  with  conventions 
held  every  two  years, 
in  which  all  the  denom¬ 
inational  Chapters  are 
represented.  The  Fed¬ 
eral  Council  has  twelve 
members:  Pres.,  Rev.

City.  Denominational 
conventions  are  held 
every  alternate  year, 
each  having  its  own 
Executive  Council.  The 
officers  of  the  Reformed 
Executive  Council  are:  Pres.,  Rev.  I.  W.  Gowen, 
Weehawken,  N.  J. ;  Vice-Pres .,  E.  B.  Lyttle,  Read¬ 
ing,  Pa. ;  Genl.  Sec.,  W.  O.  Anderson,  519  Presst- 
man  Street,  Baltimore,  Md. ;  Treas.,  C.  H.  Knight, 
Bethlehem,  Pa. 

The  Biennial  Reformed  Brotherhood  Convention 
was  held  in  the  First  Reformed  Church,  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  November  17-18,  1896. 

Local  Unions,  organized  at  various  centres,  i.  e., 
New  York  City,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore, 
etc.,  have  done  much  for  the  spread  of  the  Broth¬ 
erhood,  and  have  exerted  a  strong  influence  with 
men’s  gatherings  and  mass  meetings  to  draw  young 
men  to  the  churches.

Beneficiary  B&ucatton* 

This  work  should  commend  itself  to  all  good 
Christian  people.  Its  object  is  to  educate  good 
young  men  for  the  ministry  who  are  rich  in  natural 
and  spiritual  gifts,  but  poor  in  money.  The  fam¬ 
ilies  of  wealth  should  educate  their  sons  for  the 
ministry.  The  families  who  are  not  rich,  should 
also  have  their  names  on  the  Register  of  Ministers, 
but  when  they  give  their  sons  they  give  their  all. 
These  sons  the  Church  should  adopt  and  educate. 
Some  of  our  best  and  most  honored  ministers  were 
once  beneficiary  students.  Every  family  not  hav¬ 
ing  given  a  son  should  educate  another’s  son,  or  at 
least  contribute  liberally  to  this  cause.  There  are 
congregations  which  have  enjoyed  the  ministra¬ 
tions  of  faithful  pastors  for  generations,  but  have 
never  given  one  of  their  own  number  to  the 
ministry.  Let  every  such  church  take  a  double 
interest  in  Beneficiary  Education.  Each  Synod 
has  a  Board  of  Education  to  which  this  particular 
work  is  committed.  Remember  the  Annual  Col¬ 
lection  for  this  object.  If  you  have  means,  give 
largely  while  you  live.  Remember  this  work  in 
your  will ;  and  though  dead,  you  will  yet,  through 
another,  preach  the  Gospel. 


Colleges  a n&  Seminaries. 

The  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  the  noblest 
calling  in  life.  For  it  the  best  men  should  be 
selected.  Set  apart  your  best  sons — your  strongest 
boys.  The  work  of  the  ministry  demands  healthy 
bodies  and  strong  minds.  For  the  training  of 
these  sons  the  Church  has  established  Colleges  and 
Theological  Seminaries  in  every  age.  God  has 
inspired  His  people  to  do  so.  The  growth  of  the 
Church  has  been  almost  in  proportion  to  the 
Church’s  interest  in  the  Schools  of  the  Prophets. 
Without  a  ministry  there  can  be  no  Church. 
Every  department  of  Church  work  is  indirectly 
bound  up  in  the  schools  which  educate  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  missionaries.

Such 
a  ministry  is  especially  demanded  to-day.  Send 
your  sons  to  the  schools  of  the  Church.

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THE  DANIEL  STINE  MEMORIAL  HOME,  MYERSTOWN,  PA. 


The  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home. 

This,  the  youngest  Institution  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  is  located  at  Myers- 
town,  Pa.  Its  object  is  to  afford  a  home,  food 
and  clothing  for  aged  ministers  and  their  wives, 
and  the  widows,  of  ministers,  who  may  have  been 
reduced  to  want  or  helplessness  by  old  age  or 
otherwise. 

The  property  consists  of  what  was  formerly 
known  as  the  Baney  mansion,  and  is  a  beautiful 
home  for  such  of  the  Lord’s  aged  servants  as  may 
need  such  a  retreat.  It  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Linda 
S.  Kaub,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa. ,  to  the  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows.  This 
Society  owns  the  property  and  elects  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Its  treasurer,  Rev.  S.  S.  Miller,  of 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Md..  is  ex-officio  the  treasurer  of  the 
Home,  to  whom  all  contributions  should  be  sent. 


The  Board  of  Managers  consists  of  Revs.  Geo. 
B.  Resser,  John  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.,  Ellis  N.  Kre- 
mer,  D.  D.,  Simon  S.  Miller,  D.  E.  Klopp,  D.  D., 
H.  Musser,  D.  D.,  Wm.  C.  Schaeffer,  Ph.  D., 
J.  David  Miller  and  J.  E.  Hiester,  D.  D. 

This  Home  is  dependent  on  the  gifts  of  the 
Church  for  its  ability  to  carry  forward  the  sacred 
purpose  for  which  it  is  designed.  “  They  which 
wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  of  the  altar;  even  so 
hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  by  the  gospel.’ *  Should 
not  they,  then,  who  have  given  their  lives  to  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  whom  old  age  or 
misfortune  have  left  in  want  or  helplessness,  be 
tenderly  cared  for  by  the  Church? 

The  General  Synod  and  a  number  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  Synods  have  commended  the  Home  to  the 
sympathy,  the  prayers,  and  the  alms  of  our  people.

POTTSTOWN,  PA. 

The  first  church  in 
Pottstown  was  a  log 
building  erected  on  a 
lot  donated  to  the  Re¬ 
formed  and  Lutheran 
congr  egations,  for 
church  and  burial  pur¬ 
poses,  by  the  founder 
of  the  town.  In  what 
year  this  church  was 
built  is  not  known,  as 
the  record,  if  there  was 
one,  is  lost. 

In  1796,  the  brick 
building,  now  Zion’s 
Reformed  Church,  was 
erected  by  the  Re¬ 
form  d  and  Lutheran 
congregations,  to  take 
the  place  of  the  old  log 
church,  and  was  owned 
by  them  conjointly  for 
seventy-five  years 
thereafter.  In  1868, 
the  Reformed  congre¬ 
gation  withdrew  from 
the  old  church  and  the 
following  year  transferred  its  interest  in  the  prop¬ 
erty  to  the  newly-organized  Zion’s  Reformed 
congregation. 

Two  years  later  (in  1871),  the  Zion’s  congre¬ 
gation  bought  the  Lutheran  share  in  the  church 
and  shortly  thereafter  remodeled  the  building. 

The  interior  of  the  church  was  again  remodeled 
in  1891,  and  now  presents  a  very  neat  and  attractive 
appearance.  The  exterior,  although  somewhat 
modified,  is  substantially  the  same  as  it  was  a 
hu  'dred  years  ago. 

In  October  of  last  year  the  Centennial  Anni¬ 
versary  of  this  old  church  was  celebrated  with 
appropriate  services,  in  which  a  number  of  Re¬ 
formed  ministers  and  several  of  the  neighboring 
Lutheran  pastors  participated.

This  is  the  oldest 
charitable  institution 
in  the  Reformed 
Church  in  this  country. 
It  was  organized  more 
than  one  hundred  years 
ago,  and  was  incorpo¬ 
rated  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Pennsylvania, 
March  26th,  1810.  Its 
design  is  to  assist  min¬ 
isters’  widows  and  their 
families,  and  also  super- 
anuated  and  disabled 
ministers  themselves, 
who  are  members  of  it, 
and  whose  pecuniary 
resources  are  not  suffi¬ 
cient  to  give  them  a 
living,  when  no  longer 
able  to  serve  the 
Church. 

The  income  of  the 
Society  is  from  interest 
on  invested  fund  and 
from  collections  in  the 
churches.  The  Society 
should  be  remembered  annually  in  the  offerings 
of  the  Church. 

To  the  twenty-five  widows  and  fifteen  disabled 
ministers,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  yearly  is 
given.  The  society  would  cheerfully  give  more, 
if  more  were  received  from  the  Church. 

The  privilege  of  membership  in  the  Society 
extends  to  all  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
The  terms  of  membership  are  for  life  members 
sixty-five  dollars,  and  for  annual  members  five 
dollars  initiation  fee  and  three  dollars  annual  dues.

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Education  of  Women. 

It  is  a  sign  of  progress  in 
the  Reformed  Church  that  the 
education  of  her  daughters  is 
more  and  more  claiming  the 
attention  of  her  people  and 
that  of  Classes  and  Synods. 

This  is  as  it  should  be.  The 
Church  should  take  as  great 
interest  in  the  education  of 
her  daughters  as  she  does  in 
that  of  her  sons.  It  is  neither 
honorable  nor  just  to  do  other¬ 
wise. 

There  are  some  persons  in 
the  Church  who  not  only  think, 
but  assert,  that  a  woman  does 
not  need  a  liberal  education, 
that  it  unfits  her  for  her  mis¬ 
sion,  makes  her  lazy  and  worth¬ 
less.  If  any  of  our  readers 
should  hold  such  opinions,  let 
him  consider  what  a  woman  chapel,  die 

is.  Was  she  not  made  by  the 
same  hand  that  created  man  ?  Is  she  not  endowed 
with  intellectual  powers  and  an  immortal  spirit? 
Has  she  not  the  same  destiny  that  man  has?  Do 
you  not  think  that  when  she  crosses  the  river  into 
that  better  country  thal  her  reward  will  also  depend 
upon  her  capacity  to  enjoy  God  and  His  glory  ? 
Is  she  not  responsible  to  God  for  the  talents  with 
which  He  Himself  has  so  richly  endowed  her? 
If  all  this  be  true,  then  who  can  deny  her  the 
right  and  privilege  of  being  educated,  and  just  as 
highly  educated  as  that  of  her  brother? 

Has  not  the  Church,  therefore,  been  pursuing 
a  wrong  policy  in  making  such  rich  provision  for 
the  higher  education  of  her  sons  and  doing  next 
to  nothing  toward  providing  for  the  higher  educa¬ 
tion  of  her  daughters?  Has  she  not  been  unjust 
to  her  daughters  even  in  her  kindly  interest  and 
concern  for  the  intellectual  well-being  of  her  sons? 
We  think  that  she  has. 

Education  is  power — political,  moral  and  spirit¬ 
ual  It  means  just  as  much  for  a  woman  as  it  does 
for  a  man.  Woman  makes  the  home,  and  the 
homes  make  the  nation.  The  influence  of  a  mother 
in  the  home  is  almost  unlimited.  If  the  mothers

in  a  nation  will  join  together  in  training  their 
children  well  in  any  doctrine,  dogma  or  creed, 
they  can  make  the  nation  in  one  generation  what 
they  wish  it  to  be.  Indeed,  in  every  age  of  the 
world  woman  has  been  the  great  civilizer. 

If  woman  has  aided  thus  largely  in  the  work  of 
civilization  ;  if  in  the  home  she  walks  a  queen  ; 
if  her  power  there  is  almost  unlimited,  why  should 
not  the  Church  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  giving 
her  a  Christian  education,  so  that  she  may  exert  her 
influence  in  the  right  direction,  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  advancement  of  His  cause?  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  Church  ought  to  see  this, 
and  hasten  to  make  amends  Ter  past  indifference 
and  neglect  by  endowing  and  equiping  the  col¬ 
leges  for  women,  and  making  them  such  as  to 
command  the  confidence  and  respect  not  only  of 
her  own  people,  but  of  those  outside  her  borders.

A  SQUARE  CHURCH. 

In  the  left-hand  corner  we 
have  shown  the  plan  for  the 
Church  alone.  Built  in  this 
way,  the  work  can  be  done  for 
about  $ 2,000 . 

In  the  right-hand  corner  the 
same  plan  is  shown  with  a 
Sunday  School  added.  This 
will  make  a  building  costing 
about  $3,500.  The  Church  is 
36'  x  36' ,  and  will  seat  196 
comfortably ;  the  Main  Sun¬ 
day  School  Room  is  27'  x  27 ' 
square,  and  the  Infant  Room 
i2/xi5/.  All  the  rooms  are 
separated  from  each  other  by 
sash  partitions  that  can  be  re¬ 
moved,  and  all  used  together. 

This  plan  is  also  adapted  to 
either  stone  or  brick. 
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SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING. 

This  design  is  made  for 
a  small  Sunday  School  or 
Chapel,  to  be  built  of  frame 
and  to  cost  from  $1,000  to 
$ 1,500 ,  depending  upon  the 
finish.  It  will  seat  120  in 
the  Main  Room,  and  40  in 
the  Infant  Room.  The  sash 
partition  between  the  two 
rooms  can  be  raised  and  the 
whole  building  used  together. 
The  main  room  can  be  used 
for  general  Sabbath  meet¬ 
ings,  and  the  smaller  for 
weekly  prayer  meetings.  The 
design  can  be  executed  in 
stone  or  brick,  without  add¬ 
ing  very  much  to  the  cost, 
making  a  difference  probably 
of  $500. 


A  SMALL  CHURCH. 

This  plan  has  been  prepared 
with  the  idea  that  either  the 
Sunday  School  or  the  Church 
can  be  built  first,  the  balance 
added  afterward. 

Should  the  Church  be  built 
first,  the  tower  might  be  omit¬ 
ted,  and  a  small  vestibule  sub¬ 
stituted  for  it.  In  this  way 
the  Church  would  cost  about 
$2,000.  The  whole  could  be 
built  for  about  $3,500. 

The  completed  plan  consists 
of  a  Main  Room  seating  225, 
Sunday  School  Room  seating 
100,  and  a  Class  or  Infant  Room 
seating  40. 

The  designs  are  made  for  a 
frame  building,  but  can  be 
adapted  to  either  brick  or 
stone.

This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Missionary  Society  of

object  shall  be  to  advance  the  cause  of  missions. 

ARTICLE  il. 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice* President  «. 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  one  year. 

ARTICLE  III. 

These  officers,  together  with  the  Pastor  as  Chairman, 
shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  whose  duty  shall  be.* 
to  arrange  the  program  for  monthly  meetings  and  anni¬ 
versary  services,  to  examine  and  approve  all  readings, 
recitations,  essays  and  reports,  before  they  are  given  in 
public,  and  to  carry  out  any  instructions  given  by  the 
Society.
